Library  Acquires  2,000 
Victorian  Volumes 


PRES.  BEN  E.  LEWIS 
. . . will  address  today’s 
Devotional  assembly. 


BYU  has  purchased  a unique 
collection  of  nearly  2,000 
volumes  of  literature  covering 
almost  every  phase  of  life  during 
the  long  reign  of  England’s  Queen 
Victoria,  1837-1901. 

The  Victorian  collection, 
obtained  from  San  Francisco 
antiquarian  book  dealer  David 
Magee,  contains  many  rare  first 
editions,  author’s  presentation 
copies,  and  unopened  and  mint 
condition  volumes. 

Gordon  N.  Ray,  recognized  as 
the  world’s  leading  authority  on 
Victorian  literature,  described  the 
collection  as  being  the  most 
substantial  and  important  to  be 
assembled  by  a book  dealer  in 
many  years. 

“It  will  be  a long  time,  I 
suspect,  before  we  look  upon  its 
like  again,  and  this  suspicion 
renders  the  more  poignant  the 
news  that  the  collection  has  been 
sold  en  bloc  to  Brigham  Young 
University.  No  doubt  this 
institution  is  to  be  congratulated 
on  its  enterprise  and  judgment,” 
Ray  commented. 

Ray  was  expressing  the 


inevitable  disappointment  felt  by 
many  private  book  collectors 
when  a large  library  buys  up  a 
complete  collection. 

Mr.  Magee,  a former  president 
of  the  Antiquarian  Booksellers’ 
Association  of  America,  put 
together  the  Victorian  collection 
during  five  years  of  extensive 
travel.  He  offered  BYU  first 
refusal  because  he  feels  that 
growing  libraries  should  have  a 
fair  chance  alongside  the  b^er 
and  1 o n g e r - e s t a blishe  d 
institution^. 

Although  still  packed  away  in 
the  storage  area  of  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Jr.  Library,  BYU’s  new 
collection  contains  books,  plays, 
speeches,  essays,  poems,  ballads, 
printers’  proofs  and  private  letters 
from  many  famous  writers  during 
Britain’s  “Golden  Age”  of 
literature. 

Highlighting  the  collection  are 
first  editions  of  Thomas  Hardy’s 
set  of  novels  and  poems, 
FitzGerald’s  Rubaiyat  of  Omar 
Khayyam,  nearly  all  the  works  of 
Oscar  Wilde  and  no  less  than  five 
copies  of  Dickens’  work  bearing 
presentation  inscriptions 
autographed  by  the  author.

Says  U.S.  Is 
‘Militaristic’

WASHINGTON  (AP)-WaUam 
B.  Saxbe  is  a 52'year-old  freshman 
senator  from  Ohio  with 
impeccable  Republican  credentials 
who  says  the  United  States  has 
become  “a  militaristic  nation” 
and  that  its  priorities  are 
dangerously  out  of  balance. 

While  he  is  not  alone  among 
GOP  freshman  in  feeling  this  way, 
he  was  the  only  Republican  in 
Congress  who  signed  a recent 
report  charging  the  nation  is 
becoming  a “national  security 
state”  and  that  “the  most  urgent 
challenge  confronting  Congress 
today  is  to  reassert  control  over 
the  military  bureaucracy  and  the 
policy  decisions  it  has 
pre-empted.” 

He  is  one  of  the  sponsors  of  the 
latest  in  a series  of  congressional 
study  groups  that  has  sprung  up 
this  year,  the  Congressional 
Conference  on  the  Planning  of 
New  Priorities  that  takes  place 
here  today  and  Saturday. 

Saxbe,  who  sits  in  the  seat  once 
held  by  “Mr.  Republican,”  Robert 
A.  Tah,  sees  himself  as  mirroring 
that  his  state,  once  predominantly 
rural,  us  now  urban. 

“In  campaigning  last  year,”  the 
Ohio  Republican  said  in  an 
interview,  “I  found  that  the 
people  who  are  keenly  interested 
in  political  activity  are  a younger 
group  and  a group  that  hasn’t  any 
strong  party  allegiance.

“I  want  the  Republican  party  to 
be  responsive  to  them,”  he 
continued,  noting  that  several  of 
his  fellow  freshmen-Marlow  Cook 
of  Kentucky,  Richard  Schweiker 
of  Pennsylvania,  Charles  McC. 
Mathias  Jr.  of  Maryland-also  feel 


as  he  does  that  the  nation  has 
become  too  militaristic. 

It’s  a point  of  view  that  brings 
them  into  some  conflict  with 
Republican  Leader  Everett  M. 
Dirksen  and  other  senior 
Republicans  in  the  Senate. 

‘The  four  of  us  who  were  in 
close  touch  with  the  electorate 
last  year  feel  certain  things  that 
people  who  haven’t  run  in  some 
time,  or  who  run  in  more  rural 
states,  haven’t  found,”  Saxbe  said. 

“What  we’re  saying,”  he  went 
on,  “is  that  the  tail  is  wagging  the 
dog.  We  have  always  said  to  the 
military;  you  defend  us  at  any 
cost. 

“By  and  large,”  he  continued, 
‘They  have  done  it.  They  weren’t 
hired  to  be  the  economists  or 
make  value  judgments  on 
priorities,  but  it  has  gotten  out  of 
control. 

“What  I’m  concerned  about  is 
that  we  settle  down  to  the  hard 
job  of  living  in  peace  in  a nuclear 
world.  If  we  can’t  turn  our 
attention  to  our  own  problems, 
the  end  result  will  be  total 
destruction,”

Reporter:  You’re  not  discouraging  many  people  from  going  a< 
picket  lines? 

Picket;  No,  most  people  aren’t  very  sympathetic  with  our  cause, 
con’t  say  as  I blame  them.  If  our  demands  were  met,  it  would  on 
mean  higher  food  bills  for  everyone. 

Reporter:  You  don’t  seem  too  impressed  with  your  cause. 

Picket:  I don’t  particularly  want  to  pay  more  for  food.  After  woi 
I’m  going  shopping  here  as  a matter  of  fact.  Pickets  have  to  eat,  too. 

Reporter:  True.  I noticed  you  refer  to  “picketing”  as  work.  Do  y( 
picket  for  a living  or  are  you  a clerk  out  of  work? 

Picket:  No,  I used  to  pick  grapes,  but  we  have  been  out  of  work  f 
nearly  two  years  now.  Picketing  isn’t  work;  you  could  never  mal  |i»* 
enough  money  doing  this  for  a living.  I 

Reporter:  Don’t  you  get  union  wages. 

Picket:  Oh,  no.  V^at  ever  gave  you  that  idea?  | 

Reporter:  I just  thought  that  because  the  unions  are  alleged 
advocating  higher  wages  and  the  decency  of  the  working  man,  thi 
would  pay  you  the  wages  they  have  fought  to  obtain  for  you. 

Picket:  It  may  sound  good  on  paper  but  that  is  not  the  case.  I’m  pi 
a dollar  an  hour,  but  only  because  I’ve  been  doing  this  for  some 
These  other  guys  working  with  me  only  get  fifty  cents  an  hour. 

Reporter:  That  really  is  incredible!  How  long  do  you  work  each 
An  eightrhour  shift?  Forty4iour  week? 

Picket:  I don’t  know  who  you’ve  been  talking  to.  We  work  seven 
a week,  ten  hours  a day  or  longer,  with  no  overtime. 

Reporter:  Well,  unfair  as  it  may  seem,  I quess  the  union  is 
limited  budget. 

Picket:  Well,  I don’t  know  about  their  budgets,  but  you  know  ni 
of  these  “fat  cat”  union  bosses  ever  starve.  I never  heard  Jimmy  (Hi 
crying  about  being  hungry  when  he  was  out  (of  jail). 

Reporter:  That’s  sure  true.  Thanks  for  your  time.  ^ 

With  that  I left.  It  really  struck  me  as  odd  that  the  unions,  who  i 
responsible  for  getting  a lot  of  these  people  out  of  work,  refused  to 
pickets  what  they  would  usually  get,  if  they  were  working.

Senator  Supports  Draft  Changes 


I see  that  you’re  still  dating  that  returned  lady  missionary 
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Dear  Students, 

I appreciate  receiving  the  signed 
petitions  which  attest  to  the 
widespread  interest  in  a volunteer 
army.  I agree  with  the  desirability 
of  an  all  volunteer  armed  force 
and  just  as  soon  as  we  can  meet 
our  manpower  needs  voluntarily, 
at  attainable  cost,  I hope  that 
such  a system  can  be 
implemented.  I am  cosponsoring  a 
bill  introduced  by  Senator 
Kennedy  which  calls  for  a thorough 
public  study  of  all  aspects  of  a 
volunteer  army.  It  requires  the 
President  to  conduct  a six-month 
study  of  the  costs  and  feasibility 
of  a voluntary  system  of 
enlistments  and  he  would  have  to 
report  to  the  Congress  on  his 
findings  and  recommendations. 
Cost  estimates  for  a volunteer 
army  now  range  from  four  to 
seventeen  billion  a year.  Such  a 
study  would  give  us  a clear  idea  of  ” 


what  the  cost  would  be. 

Until  we  can  implement  a 
volunteer  army,  there  are  some 
inequities  in  the  draft  system 
which  should  be  changed  at  once. 
The  draft  bill  I am  cosponsoring 
requires  that  19-year-olds  be 
drafted  first  and  that  the  draftee 
be  chosen  by  random  selection.  It 
permits  students  to  postpone  their 
service  during  the  course  of  bona 
fide  study,  but  does  not  permit 
the  postponement  to  evolve  into 
an  exemption.  A young  man 
would  be  in  the  prime  selection 
group  no  longer  than  a total  of 
twelve  months.  The  bill  authorizes 
judicial  review  of  questions  of  law 
r^arding  classification  proceeding 
and  it  gives  registrants  the  right  to 
appear  personaUy  in  draft  board 
proceedings  affecting  them  and  to 
be  represented  by  coimsel.  It 
limits  the  term  of  the  Director  of 
the  Selective  Service  to  six  years.

Nearly 
of  the  Administration’s  goals  i 
draft  reform  are  contained  in  tt

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79,432  Grant  Awarded  Y 
For  Community  School  Work 


The  Mott  Foundation  of  Fhnt, 
Mich.,  has  awarded  a grant  of 
$79,432  to  BYU,  it  was 
announced  last  Thursday  by 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 

The  grant  is  an  addition  to  the 
$65,000  initial  amount  to  further 
the  development  of  the  Regional 
Community  School  Program 
estabhshed  last  July. 

Dr.  Israel  Heaton,  professor  of 
recreation  education  at  BYU,  is 
director  of  the  program.  He  has 
studied  the  Mott  Program  in  Flint 
on  several  occasions. 

Dr.  Heaton  explained  that  the 
community  school  idea  is  more 
than  an  adult  education  program. 
It  considers  the  schools  as 
continuously  available  centers 
from  early  morning  until  late 
evening,  six  days  a week,  and  52 
weeks  a year  for  whatever  purpose 
the  community  needs. 

Since  July  the  BYU-centered 
program  has  opened  four  school 
districts  to  community  school 
programs— Provo,  Ogden,  Weber, 
and  Salt  Lake  City,  with  from  two 
to  ten  schools  in  each  district 
available  for  activities.  BYU  has 
supplied  each  of  them  with  seed 
money  up  to  $5,000  from  the 
Mott  grant  which  is  then  matched 
and  augmented  by  the  local 
districts. 

Dr.  Heaton  said  he  has  received 
requests  for  additional  programs 
in  Box  Elder,  Davis  and  Granite 
Districts  and  has  feelers  from 
school  districts  in  California  and 
Idaho. 

In  addition  to  matching  the 
funds,  the  local  districts  must  also 
provide  a full-time  director 
trained  in  the  Mott  Foxmdation 
Leadership  Training  Program. 
BYU  has  made  plans  to  establish 
such  a training  program  starting 
with  the  1969  autumn  semester, 
with  an  initial  quota  of  12 
trainees. 

Most  of  the  time  of  the  BYU 
regional  office  has  been  spent  in 
meeting  with  community  leaders 
in  Colorado,  Utah,  California  and 
Washington  in  an  effort  to 
motivate  schools  to  begin 
community  programs.  Dr.  Heaton 
said. 

“One  of  the  most  encouraging 
signs  is  the  burgeoning  of 
programs  all  over  the  state  in 
which  schools  use  volunteer  and 
part-time  leadership  on  their  own, 
even  though  they  cannot  afford  a 
full-time  director,”  he 
commented. 

Recreation  programs  are  usually 
the  first  to  appear,  with  activities 
for  both  youth  and  adults  during 


the  evenings  and  on  Saturdays 
when  the  school  is  not  in  use. 
Later  appear  adult  education 
classes  such  as  high  school 
completion  courses,  enrichment 
classes  in  mathematics,  English 
and  science  for  youth,  then  crafts 
classes  for  adults. 

Possibilities  also  include  family 
counseling  programs,  activities  for 
senior  citizens,  aid  for  school 


dropouts,  challenges  for  the  gifted 
students,  opening  of 
neighborhood  libraries,  orchestras, 
neighborhood  discussion  groups 
to  solve  local  problems  of 
delinquency,  crime,  health, 
cleanup,  prejudice,  etc.

Fishing  Is  Good!

There  are  very  few  places  in  the 
United  States  where  the  average 
fisherman  can  spend  a few  hours 
dunking  worms  or  trolling  a lure, 
and  come  home  with  a limit  of 
two  to  four  pound  trout, 
consistantly.  However  Strawberry 
Reservoir  is  one  such  place. 

Constructed  in  1912, 
Strawberry  was  known  as  the 
place  to  catch  lunker  trout  until 
the  1940’s  when  rough  fish  (trash 
fish),  used  for  bait,  took  over  the 
reservoir.  A study  conducted 
between  1947  and  1958  showed 
that  it  took  five  hours  of  fishing 
for  every  trout  caught.  Chubs, 
suckers,  carp  and  shiners  became 
the  password  at  Strawberry. 

On  October  3,  1961,  over  30 
tons  of  rotenone  fish  toxicant 
were  spread  by  plane  over  the 
lake.  Within  hours  thousands  of 
dead  fish  began  to  line  its  banks. 
Before  the  poisoning  of  the  fish 
took  place,  trout  traps  and  seins 
were  use  to  trap  some  13,000  of 
the  game  fish,  which  were  later 
used  in  part  to  restock  the 
reservoir.

Although  there  were  some 
protests  by  fisherman  and 
humanitarians,  most  people 
agreed  that  rotenone  was  the 
answer-especially  after  seeing  the 
small  per  cent  of  trout  compared 
to  the  rough  fish  which  the 
reservoir  actually  contained. 

Unlike  many  lakes  and 
reservoirs.  Strawberry  is  endowed 
with  just  the  right  ingredients  in 
the  form  of  food,  oxygen  content 
and  water  temperatures  to 
produce  very  rapid  growth  in  its 
fish  population.  The  Utah  Fish 
and  Game  has  done  an  excellent 
job  restocking  the  lake  with 
rainbow,  cutthroat,  brook  and 
brown  trout,  along  with  some 
kokanee.  Last  week  one  million 
rainbow  fingerlings,  three  to  five 
and  a half  inches  long,  and  one 
million  cutthroat  fry,  one  and  a 
half  to  two  inches  long  were 
stocked  in  the  reservoir. 

Some  of  the  best  places  to  fish 
Strawberry  are  the  East  Portal 
Bay,  Clark’s  Boat  Camp,  The 
Knolls  and  Frank  Madsen’s  Boat 
Camp.  Although  some  good 
catches  are  still  being  taken  from 
the  bank,  Strawberry  is  really  at 
its  best  when  fished  from  a boat. 
Boats  can  be  rented  at  the  lake. 

Water  Claims

Ken  Call,  a two-year  letterman 
in  football,  drowned  May  28  in 
the  Murdock  Diversion  Dam 
Reservoir  in  Provo  Canyon. 

Ken,  a defensive  halfback  last 
fall,  was  swimming  with  a 
companion  when  an  undertow 
apparently  took  him  to  his  death. 

He  had  played  tailback  as  a 
sophomore  before  moving  into 
the  defensive  backfield  for  the 
Cougars  last  fall.  He  was  moved 
again  this  spring  to  the  offensive 
team  as  a Hanker  and  was  being 
counted  on  at  that  position  for 
the  up-coming  season.
